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ABSTRACT. Hie new combination Stvrax faberi 
var. formosanus is proposed, and the taxon is lec- 
totypified. 

Styrax faberi Perkins is endemic to China and 
includes three recognized varieties (Hwang, 1987; 
Perkins, 1907). The autonym variety is widely dis¬ 
tributed in eastern and southeastern China, and there 
are two locally endemic varieties, one in Hunan and 
the other in Taiwan. The Taiwan endemic has been 
referred to as S. faberi var. matsumuraei (Hwang, 
1980, 1987), hut at the varietal level S. rugosus 
var. formosanus has priority. In preparation for 
publication of the treatment of Styracaceae for the 
Flora of China, a new combination is made.
